“Instruction 
of adult 
illiterates 
must be adapted to them individual-J 
ly. 
I taught a cook to read once by 
using such words as ’sugar,’ ‘flour, 
‘corn,* printed on cans in her kitch-j 
en. 
We are preparing books espe-j 
dally for Indians and for prisoners, 
in order to reach the numerous illi­ 
terates in those two classes. When 
an Illiterate finds in his book an ex­ 
planation of things he is already in­ 
terested in, a whole new vision of 
knowledge dawns on him. 
“Personality always is strength­ 
ened and polished by the right kind 
of education. 
It is a tragedy to the 
community as well as to the indi­ 
vidual that these five million persons 
are in darkness. 
It is a worse handi­ 
cap than blindness. 
One easily can 
imagine the loss to the world of the 
submerged Lincolns and mute, in­ 
glorious Miltons in tho ranks of il­ 
literacy. 
“One of the sins on my conscience 
is my neglect of a man whose store I 
used to i»ass every day for several 
years. 
He could not read or write. 
Vet he kept store and did his own 
bookkeeping by means of pictures. If 
I a woman bought a broom, for ex­ 
ample. he would draw a broom on a 
page of his book. 
"One of our great difficulties is to 
bring in people who need instruc­ 
tion. 
lf they reach middle age in 
illiteracy, they seem to be hopeless 
about it. 
Yet there is one woman, 
the 
mother of 
12 
children, 
who 
learned lo read and write at 50, and 
at 60 she was a student in the uni­ 
versity. 
It is worth while at any 
age. and there is no sane person who 
can't learn.''
